The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on a four petitions filed on December 5, 2007,
by Virgin Mobile USA, L.P. (Virgin Mobile), a reseller of commercial mobile radio services.! Pursuant
to section 10 of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended (the Act), Virgin Mobile filed a petition
requesting that the Commission forbear from applying the requirement in section 214(e)(1)(A) of the Act
that an eligible telecommunications carrier (ETC) offer services supported by the universal service fund
using either its own facilities or a combination of its own facilities and resale of another carrier’s
services.” In addition, Virgin Mobile filed three petitions seeking designation as an ETC in the state of
New York and the commonwealths of Pennsylvania and Virginia.” Virgin Mobile seeks ETC designation
